The Arms engraved on the basket are those of Macleod of Macleod. Johnson 
and Boswell, who visited the 28rd Chief of Macleod at Dunvegan in 1773, were struck 
by the handsome appointments of the house, which the former characteristically 
relates to the English connexion of its lady : “Lady Macdonald, who had lived many 


years in England, was newly come hither with her son and four daughters, who knew 
all the modes of southern elegance”. (A Journey to the Western Islands). Boswell 
(Tour of the Hebrides) makes a similar comment “‘ we had admirable tea : ladies bred 
in England” and adds :—‘‘the late laird....” [d. 1772] “left to his widow the 
family plate.”’
